On my 
reaching the bridge the third mate told 
me it was fired across our bow. Then 
another was fired across’ the bow, one 
over the bridge and one under the stern 
from a submarine on the port quarter. 
At-the same. time one|or two people to 
me there was another submarine on 
port bow. I stopped the engines

TRIPLE WRECK COSTS 
THIRTY LIVES IN OHIO 


‘Second Section of New York 


Central Flier Crashes Into’ 
Rear of First in Fog. 


20TH CENTURY DERAILED 


Limited on Parallel Track Plows 
Through Wreckage — Tower- 
man or Engineer to Blame.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 29.—At 
least thirty persons were killed and 
forty or more injured jn a collision in 
which three fast passenger trains fig- 
ured on the New York Central system 
near Amherst, Ohio, thirty-seven miles 
west of Cleveland, in a dense fog, short- 
ly after 3 o'clock this morning. 

Two of the trains were the first and 
second sections of No. 86, the Chicago- 
Pittsburgh Limited, eastbound, The sec- 
ond section crashed into the rear of the 
first. Almost immediately the’ Twen- 
tieth Century Limited, westbound on a 
parallel track, plowed into the wreck- 
age of the first two trafhs, which 
bulged over, and the three were thrown 
into an’ indescribable mass. The 
and engines of No. 86 Were toppled over 
and wreckage was piled thirty feet, 
Rwo cars were smeshed.to junk and 
-fourtean coaches, overturned,  ~ ce 

The Twentieth Century, notwithstand- 
ing its impact with the débris from the 
other trains, emerged - almost un- 


Scratched, and as soon as it could be 


restored to the rails, from which. the 
collision threw it, proceeded on its 
westward journey. Its passengers were 
uninjured except for a severe shaking 
up. 

State, Federal, and rallroad-investiga- 
tions of the wreck have been begun. 
Railroad officials say the blame prob- 
ably will narrow down to two railroad 
employes. One is a towerman, under 
the handicap of sleepiess hours caring 
for his wife, who last Sunday gave 
birth to a child. The c other is Herman 
Hess, engineer of the second section 
of the eastbound flyer, who escaped 
from the cab of his engine after it had 
gg into the first section, and who 

ys he saw no red warning signal 
through the fog. 


The Double Cellision. 


It was 3:13 o'clock when Engineer 
D. W. Leonard of the first section of 
No. 86 slowed up a mile west of Am- 
herst on account of what he believed 
to be a block signal of caution. The 
train. proceeded ._ two minutes. later, 
crawling along at less than ten miles

EL PASO, Texas, March 29,—The first 
train bearing supplies. ‘to General Persh- 
ing’s troops at the front probably will 
leave Juarez tomorrow.

LONDON, Thursday, March 30.—Be- 
cause of the absence of Premier ‘Asquith, 
Foreign Secretary Grey, War Secretary 
Kitchener, and Minister of Munitions 
David Lloyd George, who have not yet 
returned from Paris, where they took 
part in the conference of the Allies, the 
expected. settlement. yesterday of the 
question as.to whether it would be pos- 
sible to avoid resort to obligatory serv- 
ice for married as well ds single men 
was necessarily postponed. - 

The pivotal point of the situatidn is 
Premier Asquith’s emphatic declaration 
some months ago that he would not 
remain a member of any Government 
which introduced general conscription, 
and, in the face,of this binding declara- 
tion, it would seem that conscription 
of married men could only come about 
by the disappearance of Mr. Asquith 
from the Ministry. It may therefore 
be assumed that another Obligatory 
Service bill will not be introduced in 
Parliament without a grave Cabinet 
conflict and crisis,. especially as the 
Conscriptionist Party strongly opposes 
the accession to the Premiership of 
David Lioyd George, who is regarded 
in political circles as» the natural suc- 
cessor to Mr. Asquith. 

When Walter Hume Long, President 
af the local Government’ Board, 
moved the adjournment of the House 
today to make his recruiting statement 
in behalf of the Government, it was 
found that the Ministers had limited 


their resolutions to ameliorating as far 
as ssible the hardships to the mar- 
ried men, seeking by all available steps 
to swell the number of single enlisted 
men by abolishing some of the re- 
servei occupations, more extensive em- 
ployment of women, and the immediate 
calling up of men between 18 and 19 
years of age, who are. to be put in 
training, but will not be sent abroad. 

Mr. Long opened by defending Lord 
Derby, the Director of Recruiting, 
frown what he called unjust attacks. 
He said that Lord Derby’s demands 
had been reasonable, and that the 
Government had met nearly ail his 
wishes, while other suggestions -he had 
made were still under consideration. 
As the result of the investigations of 
a committee appointed for that pur- 
pose, the Government had found it 
possible to” reduce tly the number 
of reserved occupations, and to substi- 
tute women for men in munitions fac- 
tories to an extent previously believed 
impossible, by which means a la Ee 
number of men had already been fre- 
leased for military service.

200 Germans at St. Eloi Cut Off by 
British Mine Explosions.

(Dispatch to The London Daily 
Chronicle.)—The German prisoners cap- 
tured near St, Eloi on Saturday, after 
we had wrecked their trenches by a 
series of mine explosions, were paraded 
today before being taken ion to the 
base.

About 3:20 this ere en, gs No. 86, 
the Chicago - Pittsbur; passenger 
train, was stopped at the interlocking 
tower at Amherst, Ohio. Shortly after 
the train started to proceed and was 
moving about five to fen miles an 
hour second No. 86 following, being 
partly an express train, with. the 
troit-Clevéland sleepers, collided with 
the first section; 

The rear car of first No. 86, which 
contained all of the passengers. who 
were either killed or seriously injured, 
was a modern solid steel coach. 
This car and the next car ahead, a 
stecl underframe club car, were 
thrown over on the westbound. track 
just as the Twentieth Century. Lim- 
ited, west bound, was approaching. 
The latter train, of eight cars, collided 
with pert of the wreckage and was 
entirely derailed except the three rear 
cars. 

At 38 P, M. today the investigation 
indicates there were twenty-six fatal- 
ities, consisting of twenty-four - 
sengers. two employes, all of 
whom were :n the all-steel coach, ex- 
cept one gf ullpan conductor, in the 
club caf. SIn addition there were fif+ 
‘teen ea passengers injured, who 
were taken to. the Elyria hospital. 

The railroad at the point of accident 
is a four-track road equipped with au- 
-tomatic and interlocking signals of 
the most modern type, and examina- 
tion and test made immediately fol- 
lowing. the accident showed that the 
signals were all working properly. 

Investigation as to the responsibility 
involves several employes, some of 
whom were injured and have not yet 
been interviewed, and no statement 
can be made as to responsibility until 
complete investigation has been made, 
which will be as soon as the condition 
of the employes will permit and the 
facts are. known. 


Crowd of 5,000 at Wreck. 


The news of the disaster flashed to 
Elyria, Lorain, and Cleveland, brought 
thousands of persons to the spot. Some 
helped in the work of rescue, but most 
did not. Fully 5,000 persons. stood 
around the ruins all day watching 
wrecking crews clear the track of the 
wreckage. 

A man picked up a dollar bill under a 
halted wheel of the Twentieth Century 
Limited. Five cases of Spring millinery 
were spilled out of a baggage car and 
ripped open. A box of men’s ties met 
a similar fate. Spectators swooped down 
upon the. booty, and carried the Spring 
hats and neckties away. The Elyria 
police tried to prevent souvenir hunt- 
ers from retarding the work of rescue 
or preying upon helpless victims. 

Many of-the crews'of the three trains 
escaped unhurt. C. C. Robison of To- 
ledo, engineer of the Twentieth Cent- 


ury Limited, crawled uninjured from his 
engine after it had plunged through the 
wreckage of the other trains 400 feet 
along the roadbed. His fireman, Walter 
-Mann_of Toledo, and the conductor,.-M, 
vs Burk of Buffalo, also were unhurt.

LIMITED’S PASSENGERS 
TELL OF THE WRECK 


Some Were Stunned, But All 
Tarned Out to Assist Those 
Who Were Injured. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, March  29.—** Twentieth 
Century Limited wreck survivors ” were 
conspicuous around Chicago hotels to- 
night, and while none of the score or 
more who registered at various hostel- 
ries was seriously injured, a number 
were badly shaken up or bruised, sev- 
eral being obliged to take to their beds 
and summon medical attention, princi- 
pally for nervous shock. 

At the Blackstone were George de B. 
Keim, Seward Bhrich, Mr. and Mrs. 
Eugene Meyer, maid, and valet, all of 
New York, and H. 8S. Kimball of St. 
Leuis. At the La Salle were Charles 
Allen Reed, C. F. Junod, and H. L. 
Brittain of New York, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Fowler and son of Fremont, Neb. 
At the Congress were V. H. Woodhouse, 
New York. At the Auditorium, John 
Hoofhine, New York. 

“Tt was an experience I never will 
forget," said Mr. Keim, who is Vice 
President of Chandler & Co., bankers of 
New York and Philadelphia. ‘I had 
a compartment in the observation car, 
which was the last of the nine cars on 
the Twentieth Century Limited. I was. 
awakened by a crash and having my 
‘head violently jammed against the back 
wall of the berth. For a minute I lay 
stunned; then [ leaped out on the batk 
platformy where: I learned what had 
happened. 

‘“* Not much was to be seen on account 
of the: dense fog, but the groans of the 
dying and injured were terrible. A 
half-clad bleeding man stumbled into 
me and I took off my overcoat and 
wrapped it around him. Everybody on 
the Twentieth Century worked heroic- 
ally, carrying mattresses out of the cars 
on which to lay the injured. No one 
on our train was badly hurt, because 
it was made up of steel cars.

OFFICIALS BLAME ENGINEER. 


Say Amherst Wreck Was Caused by 
Disregad of Signals. 


None of the New York Central officials 
here would attempt Iast night to fix 
the exact persondl responsibility for the 
Amherst accident, except to say that it 
was due to running past danger signals 
by the engineer of the second section 
of the~ Cleveland-Pittsburgh express. 
But, officials said, there was no way 
by which any signal could have been 
operated to give warning to the west- 
bound Twentieth Century flier, on an- 
other track and going in the opposite 
direction, One official version of the 
wreck said: 

“Reports indicate that the engineer 
of the first section of No. 86 received 
a caution signal. He proceeded under 
caution to the home aignal and 
stopped his train. A flagman started 
back immediately, but before he 
reached the proper distance, the sec- 
ond section of No. 86 came along with 
the engine working steam. It appears 
that the engineer of the second “sec- 
tion disregarded signals.” 

Officials said the blame for the dis- 
aster was involved with the problem 
of the personal equation. This state- 
ment was given out at the executive 
offices at the Grand Central Terminal: 

“This unfortunate accident occurred 
on a railroad equipped with the most 
improved and best-known safety de- 
vices. Investigation will disclose the 
exact cause of this collision, but one 
fact is certain, and that is that the 
physical condition of the read, includ- 
ing the block signal system, roadbed, 
and equipment, was of the. highest 
standard that human ingenuity has de- 
vised. All of the safety appliances that 
can ever be invented and applied, how- 
ever, will not efface the human element 
from the accident problem.

Grace George made the fifth and last 
preduction of her season at the Play- 
house when she presented there last 
evening a revival of ‘‘ Captain Brass- 
bound’s Conversion,” by George Rer- 
nard Shaw. This fantastic comedy, 
with its scenes laid like those of a Gil- 
bert libretto on the coast of Morocco, 
was written in the '90s for Ellen Terry, 
and was played here by that great lady 
a little less than ten years ago. 

Although’ ‘fdr several not particularly 
obscure reasons ‘‘ Captain Brassbound’s 
Conversion’’ has never attained either 
on the stage or on the bookshelf the 
reputation won by many of the Shaw 


plays which came before it. and followed’ 


after, it -is.- nevertheless, one of the 
most genially amusing pieces from his 
pen, and the agreeable performance 
given by Miss George and her associates 
at the Playhouse prove once again that 
it is diverting in the theatre. Miss 
George “herself is thoroughly charming 
as Lady Cicely Waynflete, and partic- 
ularly effective support is given her, by 
two players who, in this production, 
make their first appearance in her com- 
pany. They are Robert Warwick, late 
of the movies, and Lewis Edgard, who 
did good work when he was with Mr. 
Blinn at the Princess. 


The production of this engaging com- >} 


edy brings to an end Miss George's ac- 
tivities for this season—an ambitious ef- 
fort to establish a repertory theatre in 
discouraging Broadway. It has not been 
possible for her to adhere strictly to 
the staggering program with which she 
went to work in the first days of last 
Autun#h, and apparently it has not 
proved feasible to hold throughout the 
season the same company for all the 
plays. Louis Calvert, formerly of *‘ Ma- 
jor Barbara’? and ‘“ The Earth,’ was 
among the missing last evening, and 
one looked in vain for that able player, 
Conway Tearle, who helped so much in 
the earlier productions at the Play- 
house. 

There are newcomers in their place, 
and they have vanished with something 
of. that ‘“‘ here-today-and-gone-tomor- 
row ”’ effect which became the fashion 
in our theatres with*the pasing of the 
great stock companies. But Miss George 
has given good performances of five 
varied comedies, each and every one of 
them worth going to see. That is some- 
thing to be proud of in these days, and 
ranking as rich entertainment with ‘* The 
New York Idea ’’ and ‘‘ Major Ba~bara ”’ 
is this fifth and last—‘‘ Captain Brass- 
bound’s Conversion.”’ 

Throughout ‘‘ Captain Brassbound’s 
Conversion’”’ there is a surprising but 
distinctly perceptible flavor of Barrie. 
The comedy is quite whimsical and 
much of it is gentle. You are reminded 
a little of :‘‘ The Admirable Crichton ”’ 
and a great deal of that much airier 
and much later comedy, ‘“‘ The Legend 
of Leonora.’” Barrie, or Gilbert for that 
matter, would have enjoyed presenting 
this exalted English Judge at the mercy 
of a band of lawless pirates, to have 
put the pirate’s theory of revenge 
alongside the Judge’s theory of penal 
law and to have shown pirates, blood- 
thirsty natives, United States marines, 
and all disarmed by an amiable, blan- 
dishing, and trustful woman. This is 
Lady ‘Cicely—a ‘‘ very woman ’’—who 
vies in charm with Candida in the the- 
atre of a playwright who pas not. in- 
vented many. charming wome 

And Miss George is Lady Cicely, 
stepping easily and gracefully” into a 
charaeter Mr. Shaw intended should be 
** very goodlooking, sympathetic, intelli- 
gent, tender, and humorous,’’ a woman 
or great vitality and’ humanit who 
could be more simple and frien ly and 
informal two.minutes after meeting you 
than most of her compatriots could be 
after a lifetime of acquaintance. The 
author, who designed the play for an 
actress at the close of her career, said 
something about Lady Cicely’s being be- 
tween 30 and 40, and it must be ad- 
mitted that in this respect Miss George 
falls short. Most of the time last evening 
she looked ingratiatingly and incorrigibly 
under she plays the part witn 
quiet humor and that. happy vivacity 
that gives a freshness to all her work 
in comedy, and she will aa, it better.as 
the engagément proce here were

‘That a 
Geliberate policy of trade revenge 


. should survive the war is unthinkable, 


The world ia a place where a great 
many people have got to live together, 
exchanging wealth in all its forms, 
goods no lesg than knowledge, else 
civilization is wrecked upon its own 
miraculous contrivances. And, be- 
sides, the idea. of rendering 65,000,000 
industrious, efficient people forever 
impotent economically is preposterous. 
Itis not feasible in the first place, and 
if it were, the world could not afford 
to do it, 

Let England make the bags and 
overcoats and fabrics that bear the 
English trade mark. That is a proper 
ambition. It {is no reason why in- 
dustry. should perish at Offenbach 
and Frankfort on the Main. The 
goods were very satisfactory and did 
not disgrace the English names they 
bore. They will be ne less meritorious 
bearing German names, The re- 
sources of industry and forethought 
in England, Frgnce, Italy, and Russia 
are enough to be employed against 
the post-bellum competition of Ger- 
many. If that ‘is not the case, then 
by all admission there are things to 
learn from Germany which the world 
might well consider. Those who 
preach the doctrine of trade revenge 
forget that the officially avowed pur- 
pose of the war, in its present aspects, 
is to make an end of Prussian mili- 
tarism, to remove the menace of fur- 
ther war. That is a laudable object. 
It is necessary to consider the Im- 
perial Government as a thing apart 
from the German people. Any at- 
tempt to stifle the commercial enter- 
prise of the people of Germany would 
grievously react upon its authors and

A STATE CONSTABULARY. 
Rural New York has long needed a 


: og fons constabulary. such as the Hor. 
ay 


of wandering bands form a centre of 
danger. There is a considerable roving 
population that lives on the outskirta 
of the law. The city policeman ie al~ 
ways near. In a great stretch of lonely 
country the hand of authority ig far 
away. Families of “hard cases” ter- 
rorizing neighbors are too common. 
The fear of arson and burglary is a 
good deal more acute in the country 
than Jn- the city, The “ yesgman” is 
not too proud to work in placer so 
“easy” for his profession. Police 
Commissioner Woops, favoring the 
State Constabulary bill, speaks of re- 
cent country crimes committed by 
criminals so skillful that only a well- 
organised, efficient State police is 
capable of bringing them to justice. 

The plan for a State police has failed 
hitherto rather from a, fear that it 
would be distorted into political’ pa- 
tronage than from any want of per- 
ception of its value. Why, indeed, 
should the country districts of this 
State not be patrolled and protected? 
If ever they were exempt from crime, 
that golden age diskppeared long ago, 
Spain and Italy and the Canadian 
‘Northwest are for apart enough in 
their social conditions from one an- 
other and from New York. They are a 
lesson to it.In one way, They know 
that the public safety of rural regions 
must be insured by a special force. 
The thorough work of the aqueduct 
police in guarding a great area, when 
potencies of recklessness and lawless- 
ness were evident, is in every memory, 
The main, all but the sole, opposition 
to this protection of the unprotected 
or insufficiently protected parts of the 
State comes from the labor organiza- 
tions. In that opposition, only too 
consistent with their unfortunate atti- 
tude toward public force, they do 
themselves a great injury in public es- 
timation. “There is no reason,” says 
one of their spokesmen at Albany, 
“wh? we should have a force of 
“American Cossacks in New York 
“State, even ff they have them in 
“ Pennsylvania." ~“ The purpoge - of 
this bill,” seid another, “is to organ- 
“ize an armed force of imported thugs 
“and gunmen,” 

Of the 228 Pennsylvania Cossacks, 
thugs, and guhmen, all but three are 
honorably dischatged United States 
regulars of high conduct and char- 
acter. Last year they patrolled nearly 
670,000 miles, secured 2,600 convic- 
tions, twelve for murder; and their 
average riot duty in ten years has 
been a day a year. Of this picked and 
model force, which New York will 
imitate, but cannot excel, the Presi- 
dent of the Central Federated Union 
permits himself to say that it is “ made 
“up chiefly of gunmen imported from 
“the West" and that its record is 
“black with violence and oppression.” 

These blind, rabid attacks on the 
guardians of public order, this.ferocious 
resistance to safeguarding the peace, 

are subject to a sinister interpreta- 
tion, unjust, we hope, but inevitable. 
Apparently a labor riot is the chief 
work that “labor” assigns to a rural 
Police, By never engaging in such 
riots, by never playing “ Cossack” it- 
self, “labor” can disappoint the malice 
of the uniformed “Cossacks” and 
“gunmen.” For its own good name 
“labor” should range itself on the 
side of public order and peace. 

For the sake of that peace and 
order a State Constabulary should he 
established. The bill may be amended 
and bettered, but the plan is sound. 
The ill-judged scheme to evade the 
civil service laws in appointments to 
the force has been struck out. Mayor 
MITCHEL’s point that the jurisdiction 
of the constabulary be “confined to 
“ districts outside of cities, towns, or 
“ villages maintaining their own police” 
is well taken. The districts outside 
of villages, towns, and cities are the 
region of constabulary usefulness.

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A NAVY. GENERAL STAFF. 

During the past twenty years the 
imperative need of a proper organiza- 
tion of the Navy Department by the 
creation of a General Staff to direct 
the departmental routine and secure 
proper attention to the efficiency of 
our fleet has been urged by the best 
minds in the navy, Admiral Manan, 
the greatest authority on such sub- 
jects; Admiral Luce, the founder of 
the Naval War College at Newport; 
Admiral Tarror, a former President 
of the College, and other officers of 
distinction have repeatedly called at- 
tention tq the need of.a staff organiza- 
tion. Near the end of President Roosg- 
VELT’s Administration, and while Mr. 
NEWBERRY was Secretary of the Navy, 
@ commission was appointed to outline 
& new organization of the Navy De- 
partment. Two former Secretaries of 
the Navy, Moopy and Morrow; Judge 
DarYTon, once a member of the Naval 
Committee of the House, and Admirals 
Manan, Luce, Evans, Folcgr, and 
Cowles formed the commission. The 
subject was carefully considered by 
these men, all of whom were pecullarly 
fitted for the task, and a report was 
submitted to President RooskVELT one 
month before the end of his term, 

Admiral Mazan, by reason of his 
eminence as an authority, was asked 
to draw up the statement of principles 
upon. which en organization of ghe 
Navy Department should be based. 
His treatment of the subject was at 
once scholarly in its grasp and invin- 
cible in its logic. He expressed in a 
few words the cardinal principle that 
the organization of the Navy Depart- 
ment should be such that it could “in 
“any emergency instantly pass from 
“a state of peace to a state of war 
“without a jar in its machinery.” With 
thig principle in mind, and with the 
outlined organization of all foreign 
navies at hand, a plan was sketched 
that fitted the peculiar conditions of 
our own departmental machinery, 
while adopting some of the best feat- 
ureg of the British Admiralty and 
other foreign systems, Briefly, this 
plan provided for the co-ordination of 
bureaus of the Navy Department un- 
der chiefs of divisions of operations, 
matériel, personnel, and inspections, 
who, with the Assistant’ Secretary of 
the Navy, should act as a council to 
advise the Secretery concerning the 
administration of the navy, In addi- 
tion to the four chiefs of divisions, 
Admiral Manan strongly recommended 
an additional aid, an Admiral who 
while presiding over the Council of 
Naval Officers should be quite unem- 
barrassed by details of office adminis- 
tration and should act as the sole 
and final adviser of the Secretary— 
the one man to whom he could look 
and whom he could depend upon in 
an emergency. 

During the Administration of Mr. 
TaFT this suggested scheme of the 
Mahan Commission was considered 
by Secretary MzyzR, and by him re- 
ferred for comment and additional 
recommendation to a very competent 
Board of Officers presided over by 
Rear Admiral Swrrr, This board in 
@ report practically adopted the whole 
plan of the Mahan Commission and 
this organization was put in opera- 
tion by Secretary MryrrErR with the 
omission of the fifth, or presiding, aid, 
the omission, no doubt, being caused 
by the criticism in Congress that too 
many naval officers were employed 
in the Navy Department! 

In this organization there were 
found the germs of the best plan that 
was ever put in force for the effec- 
tive control of the navy of the United 
States ag a military service. Congress, 
owing to its opposition to anything 
like a General Staff, refused to give 
it the sanction and support of law, 
and Secretary MEYER merely kept !t 
in force by, regulations at the Navy 
Department, The present Administra- 
tion retained this organization for a 
time, but discouraged it and gradyally 
wrecked it by sholishing first one aid, 
then another. An aid for education 
was appointed and later abolished, and 
with the resignation of Admiral Fisxy 
the whole organization, which rested 
upon a principle enunciated by Manan, 
disappeared and turmoil replaced {t, 
The hurried and half.consideréd action 
of Congress in appointing 4 Chief of 
Operations only regtoreg one of the 
features of a plan that worked a great 
advance in naval administration. 

Recent happenings emphasize the 
vital necessity for the creation of a 
permanent and efficient General Staff 
for the navy as planned by Admiral 
MAHAN an organization which will 
free the Navy Department from the 
constant upheavals promoted by poli- 
tics and individuals, and enable the 
navy “to pass from a state of peace 
“to a atate of war without a jar in its 


“machinery.” The people of the United 


States are ready to sanction such an 
organization because they will under- 
stand that it means economy as-well 
as efficiency in the defense of the 
country,

Far Outd now as formerly, te 
the Gulf Stream, the British Isles, in the 
latitude of Labrador, do not have a 
Winter at all, ag Winter is known in 
New England or even in New York. 
Scotland, reaching well up toward the 
Arctic Circle, is not unfamiliar with 
snow and cold, but there, too, the Win- 
ters:are not what we would call rig- 
orous, and to a Canadian they would 
seem at their worst almost absurdly 
mild, 

One imagine, therefore, what Eng- 
land's astonishment must be, and how 
deeply tingtd with indignation is its 
wonder, .at the arrival on March-28, and 
in the section fronting on its gentlest 
coast, of a blizzard that evidently would 
have passed for notably severe in Ne- 
braska or Wyeming, if not in Manitoba. 
A storm that produces = snowdrifts 
twenty-five feet deep—and some such 
are reported from the Midlands—is a 
meteorologic phenomenon beside which 
our own Great Bliszard of 1888 was little 
more than a Spring flurry, Fer the 
worst of our drifts, though we shall 
never forget them, were not as deep as 
that, by a good many feet, and as all 
our treffic wag tied up then for two 
days, and seriously inconvenienced fer 
a week, the consequences for Liverpool, 
Birmingham, and London itself, to say 
nothing ef the Welsh hill towhs, are 
likely to be close te appalling, 

Our cataclysmic disturbance came six- 
teen days earlier than Hngland's, too, 
and yet we considered it a gross be- 
trayal of our confidence in the season, 
atid ‘were almost as much aggrieved by 
it as distressed. 

Such abnormal tempests as these are 
held tolerable only because of the im- 
memoria] assumption that to endurethem 
is all that can be done. Many another 
assumption, however, seemingly as well 
founded as that one, has been proved 
fallacious when the right man came 
along to attack it. Little modifications 
of climate have already been accom- 
plished, here and there, usually as an 
incident of other operations, and there 
is at least a dim possibility that some- 
thing more could be accomplished by 
direct and intelligent action. Certain 
eceanic currents, both hot and cold, 
could be deflected from their present 
courses at less cost than war is now im- 
posing on the world, and the result 
might well be the removal from the most 
important of all industries, agriculture, 
of some of the uncertainties that now 
make it the most anxious and nerve- 
racking of businesses.

ON CATHEDRAL NAVE| 


Bishop Greer to Break Ground 
for Another Section of, St. 
John the Divine Structure. 


COST PLACED AT $3,000,000 


Hoped That Money Will Be Forth- 
coming to Permit Completion 
in About Five Years. 


Work on the nave of the Cathedral of 
St: John the Divine will begin on May 8, 
it was announced yesterday by Cram & 
Ferguson, the architects. The contract 
has been let to Jacobs & Youngs of this 
city, the firm which built. the.Chapel of 
St. Martin of Tours, the Bishop’s palace, 
and the Deanery. 

On May 8 Bishop Greer will break the 
earth with a silver shovel in the midst 
of ceremonies which will be attended 
by a large gathering of Episcopal pre- 
lates and clergymen. 

The first stage of the work will cost 
$78,000, according to the estimate, but 
the contractor is authorized to work on 
until $100,000 has been expended. By 
that time it is believed that contributions 
will have been’ received sufficiént to go 
ahead with further stages of the work. 

It is estimated that the total cost of 
the nave will be about $3,000,000, and if 
this is forthcoming in a steady stream 
which will prevent interruption of the 
work the nave will be completed in five 
years. 

The nave will be 260 feet long and 135 
feet wide. It will be a single lar 
chamber with an interior height of 12 
feet and exterior height of 160 feet. Its 
apex -will rise - gas feet above the 
dome of the choir. he plans, which 
were approved last Fall, provide for the 
Gothic style modified to harmonize with 
the. Romaic architecture of the present 
choir structure.

PROTESTS GIFTS TO CHARITY. 


Nephew of ‘Late Mary A. Halloran 
Alleges That Mind Was Unsound.

So Much Small Change Taken 
In for Jewish War Relief. 
Counting Is Deferred. 


A BIG ‘BRONX DAY’ CROWD 


Oscar S. Straus, in Speech, Lauds 
American Charity and Patriot- 
ism of Jews Everywhere. 


The largest crowd which has attend- 
ed the Jewish Bazaar at the Grand 
Central Palace was present last night: 
Late in the evening it was announced 
that no definite statement of total re- 
receipts could: be given, as the amount 
of the proceeds for the day was not 
known. Dozens of pounds of silver and 
small change had been received, in ad- 
dition to larger sums, and the counting 
haa been deferred until today. On 
Tuesday night the total receipts up to 
that time were estimated at $100,000. 

Several thousand persons at the bazaar 
last night came from the Bronx, it 
being Bronx Night. Borough President 
Douglas Mathewson and Register Ed- 
ward Polak of Bronx County were 
among the speakers, and the. chiet 
speaker of the evening was Chairman 
@scar S. Straus: of the Public Service 
Commission, who said: 

“While the world is suffering, Amer- 
iva is pouring out money to help all, 
We have benevolent organizations for 
the Germans, for the Russians,’ for the 
Belgians, for the allied nations, for 
ail, because America realizes that, 
whiie in faith and hope the world may 
disagree, when it comes to charity we 
make no distinction. The Jews in all 
the armies are showing the patriotic 
and heroic spirit of the Maccabaeans, 
and are proving amid all their sor- 
rows and sufferings that their patriot- 
ism and love of country and spirit of 
sacrifice for the welfare of their 
fatherlands has not diminished, put 
that the old spirit still survives. 

“When, shortly after the war broke 
out, I had a conversation with the 
Russian Ambassador at London, he 
told me that the Jews and the Jewish 
soldiers in the Russian ranks were 
fighting as_ patriotically and as 
valiantly for Russia as any portion of 
the population. I said to him: ‘It 
what you say is true, and no doubt it 
is true, then why does not Russia give 
to her Jewish subjects the same rights 
that she accords to other people?’ 

“I told him, and I want to repeat it 
here, that whether it is in Russia or in 
Germany or in America or anywhere on 
the face of the earth, tne duty to fight 
for one’s country is predicated upon the 
right to live in one’s country under 
equal laws. I told him that in Amer- 
ica, where the Jews live under equal 
laws, we have no Jewish question, and 
it is only in countries ,where the Jew 
is oppressed and denied the rights that 
are given to other nationalities that we 
have a Jewish question. There fs no 
country, either’ in the past or in the 
present, that can subdue this people, 
whose fortitude will triumph over the 
terrors of Europe or the Czars. 

“You who are the last comers ‘to this 
land have shown your willingness to 
help, and this great fair is an evidence 
that you are doing your best. But our 
great Jewish manufacturers, our rich 
men, Our industrial captains, our more 
fashionable people, they should come 
here and mingle with you and help to 
make this fair a. success and an occa- 
sion to look back upon with pride.” 

This afternoon and evening will be 
Artists’ and Newspaper Day. More than 
100 thumb boxes by well-known Ameri- 
can painters and etchers have been con- 
tributed to the booth presided over by 
Mrs. Philip Lewisohn.

FAVOR TEACHERS’ PENSIONS 


Education Board Would Reduce Its 
* Size frem 46 to 21 Members. 


The Board of Education, at a special 
meeting yesterday, approved the Teach- 
ers’ Pension bill, previding that it be 
amended so as to include refunds for 
absences for teachers excused with pay, 
which amount to between $500,000 and 
$730,000; ana that it be made optional 
with teachers whether or not they take 
advantage of the pensfon plan. 

The Teachers’ Pension Association 
had presenteé a letter and brief in op- 
position to the bill, saying that it was 
deliberately proposed to force 20,000 
teachers, without their consent, to pay 
a very large propcrtion of their salaries 
to build up a great fund, based upon 
systematic commercial annuities. Thus, 
@ teacher with a’ salary of $1,500 would 
be ‘obliged, under its provisions, to pay 
$122 a year. “This is not contribu- 
tiom,”’ the letter says; “ this is confis- 
cation.”

Proposal te Make Us independent 
in Case of War Is Sent to 
Secretary Baker.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—A_ pro- 
‘Pesal designed ‘to make the United 
States independent of foreign sources of 
.suppty of material essential to the man- 
wfacture of powder and ammunition 
was submitted to the Secretary of War 
today by the E. I..du Pont de Nemours 
Powder Company.

BIGGER RICE EXPORTS. 


Foreigners Are Now Resorting Here 
for Their Supplies. 


American 'Fice is making tremendous 
inroads in foreign markets at this time 
owing to the BHuropean war, shipments 
from this and other ports mounting in 
volume every week. While there has 
been some difficulty in spéts in finding 
available tonnage -to move the com- 
modity, the scarcity of shipping on the 
whole, it was said yesterday, had not 
been as serious as in some other lines. 

A large number of countries, formerly 
depending on Indian rice transshippea 
at English ports for ultimate destina- 
tions, nave of late turned to the United 
States to make @ good the deficiency, and 
this in turn, jobbers say, has given the 
American rice industry an extraordinary 

m. Rice shipments in the last calen- 
dar year, as reported by the Department 
of Commerce, totaled 37 576,808 pounds, 
valued at $2,772,486, or 17,000,000 pounds 
in excess of 1914. ‘Compared’ with 1913, 
the gain was over 40,000,000 unds. 
since the start of the present year 
shipments have increased by leaps an 
bounds, 

Notwithstanding the heavy demand 
with every indication that the Soreued 
twelve months will see the largest ex- 
ports in the history of the trade, prices 
up to this time have not risen as much 
as might have been expected. Walter 
J. Moses, an importer and exporter of 
rice, said yesterday: 

‘The present heavy orders for Amer- 
ican rice will, even with the conclusion 
of peace, make the domestic commodity 
a competitor in the world’s markets. 
The stimulation now being given the 
rice growing industry in fis country 
is bound to prove in the end most bene- 
ficial. Scientific cultivation, and ‘m 
proved methods of distribution will 
lessen the cost of production, and result 
in lower prices as time goes on. Since

Promises of Satisfactory Set- 
tlement of the Croton Wa- - 
_tershed ,Controversy. 








BLOCKS WAGNER AGAIN 





Fight in the Senate Goes Over— 
Minority Leader Apparently 
Beaten by One Vote. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 29.—Senator Elon R. 
Brown, majority leader of the upper 
house, told the correspondent of THs 
New York Times tonight that beyond 
doubt the controversy involving the pro- 
posed removal from the Croton Water- 
shed of the Mohansic State “Hospital 
and the New York Training School for 
Boys at Yorktown Heights would be 
settled in a manner satisfactory to the 
people of the City of New York. 

Senator Brown made this statement 
without any qualification whatever after 
a conference of the Republican Senators, 
at which the problem was discussed for 
more than two hours. Serious differ- 
ences developed at the conference, and 
as a result, it was learned, Senator 
Brown found himself with only twenty- 
two votes in support of his compromise 
measure, a concurrent resolution cre- 
ating a commission to investigate and 
reco end a plan to next year’s Legis- 
lature, all use of the two institutions 
pending a final settlement being pro- 
hibited. Twenty-six votes would be re- 
quired to pass the resolution in the 
Senate. 

The chief objection to the Brown reso- 
lution was that, while it provides ex- 
plicitly for removing the Mohansic State 
Hospital, no explicit provision is made 
for the removal of the training school. 
Bdward Hatch, Jr.. and Frederick B. 
De Berard, representatives of the Mer- 


chants’ Association, who are here to 
lead the fight for the protection of the 
watershed, consider the training school 
quite as grave a menace to the purity 
of New York City’s water supply at the 
Mohansic institution. 

Senator Brown explained after the 
conference that there was a reason for 
omitting from the resolution any pro- 
vision Tor the acquisition of a new site 
for the training school. The school is 

art of the charitable activities of the 

tate. Senator Brown said that there 
‘was such pressing need for expenditures 
in other directions by the charities de- 
partment that, with the strained condi- 
tion of the State’s finances, it was a 
quesuen whether it would be wise to 
proceed with the establishment of a new 
training school on a new site, 

“It is more than likely that the re- 
ect for the new training school, 
said, ‘‘ will be abandoned altogether Pe: 
the ‘present, and that the funds sro 

riated for the completion of the 

nsic State Hospital will be applied to 
the construction of a hospital to take its 
place on some other site, not in the 
watershed. There is urgent need for an 
additional institution for the care of the 
insane.’ . 

Senator Brown said that his resolu- 
tion would be amended in this and other 
respects to meet objections raised and 
that he expected to see the matter

City 


Brown Explains His Course. 


Senator Brown was asked why under 
the circumstances he was Unwilling to 
let the Wagner bills come out from 
committee for debate in the Senate. The 
Wagner bills provide for the removal 
of the two institutions and prohibit the 
construction of ahy other curative or 
correctional State institutions on the 


watershed. 

Senator Brown said that the nad 
answered that question in a letter to 
Laurence M. McGuire, President of the 
New York Real Estate Board, which 
he consented to make public. 
letter Senator Brown reviewed some 
Mohansic and Yorktown Heights his- 
tory. Senator Brown told how in 1914 
he had introduced a bill for the sale 
of the Mohansic property and.the re- 
moval of the hospital elsewhere in 
deference to the wishes of tho New 
York City authorities. Governor Glynn 
vetoed this bill on the ground thas the 
Mayor and other public-spirited ci izens 
from New York had withdrawn their 
objections. Last year $1,000,000 was 
ales eg for buildings at Mohanaic.

Wagner, had arisen to press a motion 
for discharging the Finance Committee 
from further consideration of the Mo- 
hansic bill. Senator Brown promised Mr. 
Wagner that he would have every op- 
portunity for calling up his motion after 
recess. Senator Wagner summoned his 
Democratic flock into conference, but on 
further consideration abandoned the plan 
because it might leave an agek ere i 
that he was seeking to make a political 
issué of the Mohansic controversy. 


Wagner’s Defeat Predicted.
